The exhibition 
has been organized for circulation by the Art Museum at Princeton 
University. 

THE HANS POPPER COLLECTION OF ORIENTAL ART. A selection of 133 
ancient Chinese bronzes, Buddhist sculptures, ceramics, and 

Korean celadons from the private collection of the late Hans 
Popper. The pieces date from the 13th century B.C. to the 14th 
century A.D., and have been organized for exhibition by the 

Asian Art Museum of San Francisco. 

The two exhibitions of Oriental art will be juxtaposed in the 
Museum's Special Exhibition Gallery on the first floor. The 
exhibition is free to Museum members. For all others, there will 
be an admission charge of $1.00 for adults, and 50 cents for 
students and those under 18 years of age.
